The Gayernment cannot but know that a 
juft Ballance of Parties muft preferve the 
Peace of England, as the Ballance of Power 
preferves the Peace of Europe. 

The Government cannot be Unealie at the 
Liberty Conceded tothe People, becaufe "tis 
upon chat very Foundation the prefent Con 
ftitution fubfifes ; rhe fame Law that Declares 
this Liberty, Declar’d this Succefhon 5 and 
tis very remarkable, that inthe late Revo- 
lution, the Settlement of the Crown, and 
the Peoples Liberties went Hand in Hand, 
they were the two Wheels, the Great Ma- 
chine oi Government run upon,and the Law 
isthe Axle-Tree; if eirher of thele Whecls 
had been too big for one another, the Car- 
riage would have gone arr, if either had 
been broke, it had been quite Over/er. 

*T.isagain plain, the Governmentis Eafie 
at it, inthat we fee she Queen and her Mini- 
{try are fo Concern’d about it, fo Earneft to 
keep it up upon the prefent Foot, and fo Im- 
portunate with usall, todo nothing to Di- 
{turb or Deftroy it. 

On the other hand, It is Impoffible the 
Government can be fafe upon any other Foot, 
the fad Experience of the five laft Reigns, 
has been a Memento Mori to the prefent,; 
and I crave leave to look back upon them 
with Decency and Refpe&. 

Ever fince the coming, of King Fawes rhe 
Pirftto the Crown, this Nation has been 
perplex’d with Divifions, Mneatinefles, Op- 
prefhons and Murmurings, both in Sovereign 
and Subjeét. 

The Chief Moving Engine in all the Peo- 
ples Difcontents, has been that Child of the 
Devil Perfecution , either this has been a 
Church Handle, or a State Handle, to make 
the People Unealie 5 and it has been made 
ufe of both ways, and indeed by both Sides; 
State Policy fet the Church at work firft, to 
introduce Perfecution, the Union of the 
People being thought Dangerous tu the Go- 
VEINMENL.

treams, the Poor Pepifts were the Viétims, — 


then feeming Declarations, tham Speeches, 
and large Addreffes trequent!y pafs’d be- 
tween Kings aud Parliaments, co fupprefs — 
Popery, tv prevent the Growth of Popery, 
to Banifh Popery and Papifts from within — 
ten Miles of the City, tho’ they never trou- _ 


bled their Hzads to ftir in rhofe Cafes, nor 
ind:ed had they any Occalion, they knew 
the Jeft too well. 

The Buficefs was quite of another fort; 
the Courts tovad themfelves under Occation 
of Daily Encroachments upon the Pcoples 
Liberties, and nu way \as found fo Effcetual 
to keep the Thoughts of the People bufie, 
and agitated upon uther Things, and fo to 
turn them from being too Intent upon this 
Matter, like fecting them in a Flame at one 
another, fetting loofe now one Party then 
another 3 to Day Perfecution, to Morrow 
Megal Liberty; to Day fec the Chorch of 
England upon the Back of the Diffemer, w 
Morrow tempt the Diffenter with his Religi- 
ous Liberty, at the Price of his Civil Liber- 
ty, Perfecuting without Liaw, and Tollera- 
ting againft Law. 

And | cannot pafs this without remarking, 
here a Speech made by that truly Englifh 
Roman, Mr. Alderman love, Member of 
Parliament for many Years, and Generally 
Chofen with the moft Unanimous Confent o 
Voices that was ever known, for the City of 
London } a Speech which ought tobe wrote 
in Letters of G. ld, 2nd remember'd, to che 
Honour of his Family, as long as Citizens 
and Parliaments remain. 

King Charles tke Second, had taken off the 
Peifecution from the Difenters, and given 
them a Liberty of Confcience, bya Procla- 
mation. 

The Difénter® who had been horribly 
Plunder’d, and fil Treated, Greedily and 
Unwarily Embrac’d their Liberty, Rejoye’d, 
Built \eeting-Houles, and Throng’d to 
them in Publick. 

When the Parliament met, great Difcoure 
fes, and warm Debates were made ayamnft 
the King’s Dilpenting with the Laws, ond 
fetting up his Proclamation in the room of,

and Mr. Love Vigoroully Oppofed it, and 
preffed the Commonsto Declare the Procla: 
-matioa Arbitrary and Illegal. In this he was 
taken up very fhort, by one of the Court 
Party 3 which, if | remember right, was 
Sir Fofeph Wiliamfon, with chefe Words: 
Why, Mr. Love, you are a Diffenter your felf 
8's very Ungrateful, that yeu that receive rbe 
Benefit, fhould abject ag sinft the Manner. 
Task Pardon of all that have a re(peét for 
Mr. Love’s Memory, it I leffen the Spirit 
and Vizour of his Expreffion, in Default of 
an Exaét Copy of his Words , but the Sub- 
 ftance of his Reply, and asnear as I remem-

of the Prerogative in th Example, and, 1 
hope, the Difienters underftand their Liberty 
 wEnglith Men, Letter than so accept of it in 
an Mlegal manner. 
| Tho’ this is a Digreffion, yet it lets us 
— jnto the Matter, that the Perfecution of the 
_ Diffenters has been all along an Effeé& of 
State Policy, more than Error of Zcal, ora 
miftake of Religion, and the Clamour againft 
the Pupifts, was only made a Handle to 
Trick all Parties by, and to gull them into 
Fatal Mifchiefs chey did not furefee. 

And ’tis for the Honour of che Diffenters, 
that they even Oppofed their own Advanta- 
ges of “ iverty, rather than accept of them 
at the 2 cpence of cheir Civil Rights. 

Does ti.'s look, Gentlemen, like a People 
Enemies to the : aws, Peace, Conftitution, 
and Governmireat of England? People that 
had rather loi. their Advanrages, than ac- 
cept them in an “rbitrary and Illegal man- 
ner ? That had rather bear Perfecution from 
their Brethren, than have Eafe by a Srate 
Trick, that might be brought into a Prece- 
dent, to the Injury and Prejudice of their 
‘Country ? Let the C— of E— fhow me 

Auch‘a Roman, fucha Member, fuch a Re-

prefentative in all the Time of their Eftae 
blifhment in England, 1 know of no Inftance 
like it, but that of the old Earl of Strafford, 
who Entreated King C—— the Fir/t, to 
take his Head off, in order to procure the 
Publick Peace ; and we no where read that 
Prince found any Satisfation in taking him at 
his Word. 

Now looking back into thefe Times, 
when Perfecution, whether for Special Ma- 
lice, Reafons of State, or for whatfoever 
Politick Ends it was, had thus frequently Di- 
fturb’d this Nation, let us confider fome 
Remarks on it. we é 

1. Perfecution never opprefs'd the Church, 
butat the fame time Invation of Right crept 
into the Government ;Church Tyranny and 
State Tyranny always went Hand in Hand. 

2. Perfecution being a State-Trick, Ille- 
gal and Arbitrary, always found its Death 
inreftoring Right and Civil Property, Civil 
and Religious Liberty -generally come to-. 
gether. 

3. The Agents of Tyranny and Perfecuti- 

on, were, generally fpeaking, the fame Im 
dividual Perfons, Church Tyrants, and 
State Tyrants, acting from the fame Prin-- 
ciple. ; 
The fhort Application of this Story, is to 
prove from hence, that the Government is 
not, as fuch, at all Ugeatie at the Diffenters, 
for now there are no State Tyrannies on 
Fout, no Prerogative Encroachments, no 
Civil Invafion of Right, no Difpenfing with 
Law, in our Government ; the Occafion of 
Embrviliig the People, to Cover thofe 
wicked De-figns, is Geafed, and Perfecution 
fails of Courfe. ; 

’Tis plain the Church of England, has no 
perfecuting Inclination of her felf ; and as. 
the Government has no Inclination to Ty- 
ranuize, fothey have no Occafion to Petfe+ 
cute. 

No jaft Government in the World perfe- 
cutes meerly for Cunfcience, the very Prin- 
ciple isin its own Nature Antichriftian and 
Unnatural; and it has very feldom been 
carried on aay where from meer Zeal, but 
with a Complication of Private Ends, In- 
trigue, and all kinds of Abftrafted Vil- 
lany-

Under fuch an Adminiftration, the Diffen- 
ers have nothing to fear, when Juftice had 
irs due courfe, they were never perfecuted 5 
if the Common Law gave them up, Confci- 
ence, Equity, and Honour proteéted them, 
‘The Government thereture is not Uneafie 


“at the Difenters, and the Difenters Enjoy- 


irg from the Government all the Freedom, 
Bate and Liberty they can demand, never 
eduld be Uneafie, and never was ; and in- 
deed how can they in their Wits be thought 


to With or Detlire any ill to fuch a Govern ~ 


ment, under which they have all granted 
they can find in their Heargs to ask. 

2. Therefore, Secondly, Neither are the 
Diffenters Uneatie.
